Secretary's News 


Conference Devoted 
Mostly to China 


\\ \S H I Mi, PON (Hi!) 
Secretary 
of State Johi 
Foster Dulles said 
today tha free governments event­ 
ually will stipplan* Communist des­ 
potism in Russia and Red China. 
Dulles told a news conference 
I fiat changes in the two countries 
toward free governments eventu­ 
ally will come about by evolution­ 
ary or possibly even revolutionary 
means. 
Dulles sum, indeed, the trend in 
the Soviet Union today is toward 
greater freedom 
He said there 
are m o r e revolutionary element* 
in the Communist China than in 
Russia 
But he would make no 
flat predictions of revolutions in 
e i t h e r cot ntry, or when freedom 
would prevail over communiam. 
Dulles also affirmed President 
Eisenhower's statement on June 19 
that Red China would not have to 
be brought mb a worldwide dis­ 
armament 
agreement 
He 
said, 
however, that 
a system can be 
devised which would provide for 
calling off a disarmament agree­ 
ment if Red China, even tho* 
i 
not a signatory, violated terms of 
any agreement. 
Dulles voiced doubt that 
Red 
China would attempt to product 
atomic or hydrogen weapons. 
Means of Entrapment 
He said the U S assumption la 
that Communist China would not 
got nuclear weapons aid from Rus­ 
sia if un East West disarmament 
agreement is signed. 
He said pro­ 
visions of such an agreement would 
preclude such a transfer, and any 
violations undoubtedly would be­ 
come known. 
Dulles' news conference center­ 
ed almost entirely on Red China. 
He said his San Francisco speech 
last Friday restating U. S. opposi­ 
tion to the Chinese Communist re­ 
gime was approved by the Presi­ 
dent. 
Dulles san he believes that state­ 
ments l»y Chinese Red leader Mao 
Tse lung on the possibility of great­ 
er flexibility of Communist rule 
in Red China was a means of en­ 
trapment. 
Dulles did not bar possible fu­ 
ture recognitioi 
of the Chinese 
Communists if they stay in power.

The agreement now will be sub­ 
mitted to the brotherhood’s gen­ 
eral chairmen, the board said.

Brain Power

W e’ve a1! been bearing for a long 
tim e now about AmericaN shortage 
o f engineers, 
scientist* 
teacher* 
and o th e r trained specialists 
But 
p erh ap s most of us have tended to 
think of each kind of shortage as 
an individual, isolated problem 


It rem ains for the magazine Busi j 
ness W eek, in a recent Issue, to 
draw' th e strand s together and show 
convincingly that we are suffering 
a general shortage of brainpower 
which is getting m ore acute by the 
day.
